THE PROGRESS OF MINING IN 1859. 
. By J. ¥. WATSON, F.G.S. 


BEING THE SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REVIEW. 

At the end of 1858, as I was writing my Review of that year, and re- 
marking upon the depression which had charaeterised it more or less 
throughout its progress, [ noticed that a great reaction had then shown 
itself, ‘‘ shadowing forth,” as I trusted, “ the hope of better days to come.” 
That hope has been realised, and in whatever way we look at it the year 1859 
has been one remarkable for mining progress, mining activity, and mining 
successes. Reverses and disappointments have been met with also, but these 
are inseparable from speculative pursuits, and are the shadows, unplea- 
sant ones no doubt, to the picture as a whole. Various causes have brought 
about this increase of mining prosperity, but the chief one is the greater 
publicity given to its details, whereby it has been divested of much of 
the mystery, and consequently the prejudice which has so long existed 
against it in the minds of the general public. 

The public papers, with but one or two exceptions, now devote an article 
daily, or weekly, to the subject of mining; and a desire is springing up in 
all directions to know more of its capabilities for profitable speculation and 
investment. ‘The more the subject is ventilated by the press the more 
honest will mining become, and consequently the confidence of the public will 
increase; and, large as the present mining business undoubtedly ‘s, it is 
as nothing in comparison to the proportions it may hereafter assume. With- 
out wishing to appear egotistic, I may say that I have been writing to this 
effect, and for this result, for 16 years, and am, therefore, more than usually 
gratified at the present state of affairs. In 1843, when few people inI m- 
don knew anything of mining pursuits, and there was the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining information from the mining districts, I wrote as follows :— 
“Unfortunately for themselves, Cornishmen seem to think they thrive best in 
mystery, and thus one of the finest fields for speculation is often | »ked upon 
by capitalists with prejudice and distrust, when, if every transaction were 
fairly elucidated, and openness and candour practised, they would be met 
in a kindred spirit, and mining would become far more popular than it is.”’ 
Has not this proved true? Again, in regard to the public press, so shy of 
noticing British mines, in my Review of 1854 I remarked—* A branch of 
industry which yields to the country metals of the value of more than 
2,000,0002. annually is worthy of more notice than it receives from the 
press in general, which is not always so shy in calling attention to foreign 
schemes.” And it was further instanced that it was owing to the pub- 
licity given to foreign schemes that 3,000,0007. sterling were lost by the 
public in gold mining bubbles, at the same time that no notice was * iken 
of English mines, which were paying 300,0007. a year in dividends 
Therefore, that mines in England are becoming more recognised by the press, 
and more noticed by the public, are two of the greatest features of 1859. 

There are two other features that have growa into importance during 
the year, and which deserve a passing notice :—the clectric telegraph, ond 
the fact that the principal dealers in London have now their own private 
agents in Cornwall. In respect to the first, changes in lodes are often 
known in London before they are heard of two miles from the mines; and 
as every phase, every falling off, and every improvement is duly ‘‘ wired,” 
a vast amount of jobbing and speculation is created, injurious to the mines 
and perplexing to the adventurers who hold for investment, and are at a 
loss to account for the violent, and often unwarrantable, fluctuations in their 
property. It is well known that there is nothing more fickle, even in Corn- 
wall, than mineral veins. In the richest mines lodes are at times rich, and 
at others poor, and the only way to calcalate the value of a mine ‘s to 
note the average value of a lode in the length ¢Criven upon it. In these 
days of telegrams, however, a mine is often depreciated 5000/7. or 10,0007, 
in vaiue in a few hours, merely from a change in an end. An example of 
this occurred only last week, in East Russell. Early one morning a mss 
of prian came info the 88 end, reducing its value to 15/. per fathom, and 
this was made the meays, by jobbers, of depreciating the property 5000/7 , 
but at 3 o’clock in the afternoon another telegram arrived, to inform the 
company that the lode had again improved to 40/7. per fathom. ‘This sort 
of thing, therefore, though it may suit the ** books ” of dealers, is not so 
creditable to legitimate mining. In respect to the next feature, that of 
private inspecting agents, the system has done a vast amount of good for 
out-adventurers, but has naturally met with very great disfavour in Corn- 
wall. Formerly the out-adventarers had to rely solely npon periodical re- 
ports, and those none of the clearest, and local jobbers, who could fee 
workmen, or adopt other means to get carly intelligence, made fortunes 
by it. We knew of instances, formerly, of speculators being called up in 
the middle of the night (by parties paid for giving information), and told 
of improvements and discoveries, by which means they could send orders 
to London, buy largely, and make considerable sums of money before any- 
thing was known there of the improvements. On the other hand, upon 
symptoms of failure of any mine, they were also enabled to sell out, 
before. the shareholders generally could get information. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that London inspecting agents should be a thorn in 
the sides of local jobbers, and that they should be abused, and pooh- 
poohed by them: and I believe, as a general rule, improvements and ‘lis- 
coveries are now known in London before they are heard of in the mining 
districts. Besides, these men being practical miners, as well as men of 
education, a better system of reporting, and of understanding the geology 
of different districts, and the nature of the various lodes has become ap- 
parent, and as the spirit of emulation increases, there will soon be an end

but, as many persons have embarked in mining since then, I shall be par- 
doned for referring to it again in this place. ¢ first sale of copper ores 
in Cornwall, on record, was in 1729, and during that year the produce of 
Cornwall was 2216 tons of ore. Ia 1782 the county produced 1714 tons. 
In 1800 it had increased to 55,981 tons, producing 550,925/. In 1830, 
141,268 tons. In 1840, 147,266 tons, producing 792,7587. In 1850, 
150,890 tons, producing $14,0377. In 1859, 183,944 tons, yielding 
1,079,0752. 15s. At the present day we hear great complaints when the 
I barometer—the standard, or the price paid to the miner for copper 
n the ores-—falls below 130/.; but on reference to the production of different 
years, we find that from 1840 to 1850 the standard varied from 1087. to 
1202, and in 1848 and 1849 it was 97/. 7s. the former year, and 927, 11s. 
the latter, ata produce of 8}: in these years, 1848, 22 mines paid 129,0242., 
and 1849, 39 mines, 185,741/. in dividends. The highest standard during 
this time was in 1855, when. it averaged 141/.10s., at a produce of 64, and 
when 54 mines paid 340,714/. profit. The average standard of this year 
has been, up to Michaelmas, 1337. 6s., produce 6} per cent., the last stan- 
dard of the year is 144/. 17s., produce, 64. 

Those who have paid any attention to the subject, also, must be struck 
with two facts,—that we have at the present moment, with the exception 
of Devon Great Consols, but few of the extraordinary rich mines that we 
had some ten or fifte.n years ago; but that the number of dividend mines has 
more than doubled in that time, and which may be taken as another proof 
of the great extension of mining pursuits. ‘To illustrate this, let us ob- 
serve, that we have this year 57 public paying mines, which have divided 
profits in the twelve months of 366,9637. 10s. In the year 1845 there 
were only 18 dividend mines, but these paid 215,450/.,-more than half of 
which sum was paid by two mines alone—East Wheal Rose (lead), 52,8642., 
and Devon Great Consols 55,2967. In the year 1853 there were 60 divi- 
dend mines, and four of them paid the large sum of 161,9202.—Devon Con- 
sols 65,024/., Wheal Buller 45,4402., Wheal Basset 30,720/., Alfred Con- 
sols 20,7362. In 1854, Buller paid 53,7607. profit, and Basset 34,5607. It 
will thus be seen how these leviathans swelled the dividend lisss ot former 
years, and how they have now declined. In 1855, when the above mires 
were showing less profits, but still large ones, North Basset and West Basset 
come in to swell the list, and the former paid 21,750/., and West Basset 
21,0002. In 1856, North Basset paid 26,850/. and West Basset, 23,8507. 
This year it will be seen the former mine has not paid anything, on the 
contrary made calls, and the latter 12,6007. 

In the year 1858, 45 mines peid in dividends 249,6821. 15s., a de crense of 
136,3602. 15s. upon 1857. ‘This year 57 mines have paid 366,9637. 10s., or 
an increase of 117,280/. 15s. upon 1858, Of the 45 mines which pe‘d in 
1858, seven have not paid anything this year. ‘The number of additional 
paying mines in 1859, therefore, is 19. ‘The greatest increase in any one 
mine is in East Basset, which has paid 18,432/. Several of the tin mines 
have also greatly increased their profits; for instance, St. Ives Consols, 
9165/.; Wheal Margaret, 7840/.; Providence Mines, 6594/.; West Caradon 
(copper), 89607.; Doleoath, 10,0247. 

Correr —For the closing year I predicted better prices for the copper 
miner, as, at the time of my last Review confidence was gradually re- 
turning to the commercial world, and the panic fears were all but over- 
come; our bright hopes, however, were dissipated on the opening day of 
the new year by the war-breathing remarks of the French Emperor to 
the representative of the Austrian’s for rumours of war, and then war 
itself, quickly followed, and, as a consequence, all confidence was again 
lost by mercantile men. It is, however, highly satisfactory to the mining 
interest to know that whilst, almost without exception, every other kind of 
property, Consols included, became depreciated from 10 to 20 per cent,; the 
price of copper during the year has never ranged below that with which 
1858 closed, but has been for some months at an advance of 4d. per Ib., 
and is now in good demand at this advance. Surely, then, it is not too 
much to expect that if political matters, as is now generally suppo ed 
will be the case, become satisfactorily arranged at the Congress in the 
next month, 4 considerable rise during 1860 will take place ‘1 the p.‘ve 
of this acicle, as it is well understood that consumers all the world over 
have kept stock only from hand to mouth. It is also an important featrre 
that the demand gains upon the production. With an assurance of con- 
t*nued peace, as the result of the Congress proceedings, who can doubt 
that the smelters will be driven to the price of 1307. for copper? The 
standard for ores in the year has varied more than the price of copper, but, 
on the average, it has been satisfactory. It may, also, interest copper 
miners to know that a new smelting company has been formed for early 
smelting operations. 

Tix.—This articlé has maintained its position even better than copper; 
the variations in price have been more frequent, and the advance from the 
lowest point, which was that with which the year commenced, has b

the fair prospect of a further rise should peace assurances prevail. In or:

Leap.—On the whole, looking, too, at the number of small smelters of 
lead, its price throughout the year has been quite as good, or even better, 
than would have been anticipated, could we, in December, 1858, have 
foreseen the war, and its accompanying inflictions in 1859. Stocks, we 
are told, are now low generally, and the production not increased, so that 
we may reasonably look for a great improvement in the com‘*ng year. The 
price received for the ore by the miners has been vei y good; the leading 
smelting firms—Messrs. Walker and Co., Sims and Co., and the Panther 
Company having bought freely in the dullest times. We notice, also, with 
much satisfaction, the patent of Messrs. Courage, the FJ'ntshire smelters, 
for a great saving of lead ‘1 smelting. It is well knowa that lead smelt- 
ing is very different to that of copper; there being an enormous loss of 
mets’ in the former in the furnace yield, which loss is, of course, borne 
wholly by the miners, since the smelters can pay only for such quantity of 
Iead to the miners as the furnaces will yield them from the ore purchased. 
Messrs. Courage hope to~prevent much of th‘s loss, end if successfu', the 
rc .alt will be highly beneficie! to the miner. We sincerely hope, as well 
for them as for the m‘ners, that success may attend their operations, for it 
*¢ deserved by those who risk the means for such experiments, as well as 
give their time and attentior 





In following my usual custoin in this Review, that of giving a summary 
of the m‘neral returns collected by Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S., for the 
Memoirs of the Geological Survey, it is or'y necessary to state that, although 
the work has only lately been published, the returns are to the end of 1858 
only.

The report of Capt. Niness did not come to hand until a later stage of the proceedings. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the board had decided upon requesting the captain to send 
his report in future the day previous to the meeting. 

The SEcRETARY, in the absence of the report, read a letter which he had received 
from the captain, to the effect that the next sampling would tend to verify the pro- 
mises and anticipations he had held out. It would be fully equal to 30 tons per month. 
The present monthly cost of the mine was about 2502, ; the costs of the past three months 
having been somewhat increased by additional expenses, and there were assets available 
for the purpose of the mine amounting to 1975/,, which did not include the unissued 
shares. There had been 800 shares allotted upon which the money had not been yet paid. 

Mr. R. James (one of the directors) said the unissued shares formed part of the fund 
available for the purposes of the mine. 

The SEcRETARY, in answer to aquestion, stated that there were about 3000 shares unal- 
lotted (to be exact, 2865), which would be so many pounds te be taken up when required.

IT now beg to recommend to your notice—to continue opening aad ‘securing theadit level 
through the Lum as far as be necessary; to drive the 37 cross-cut west to prove the veins 
in that direction (there never being any ground opened to the east or west of the Pipe 
vein, even from the surface to the bottom of the mine); to stope the ore ground above 
the 43, and to sink below this level on the course of the Pipe vein, which is fully worth 
50/. per fathom ; and as the Pipe vein underlie is yery flat (54% feet in a fathom), to also 
sink a perpendicular winze below the 43, to place pumpiug-gear in, to be worked by the

A letter from the captain was then read, to the effect that he had just finished weigh- 
ing the return, amounting to 29 tons 2 cwts of the best lead, which he believed would 
bring a better price than any of the former samplings. The reason he recommended the 
syphon-pipe was in consequence of the Pipe vein underlying so flat, and they cannot 
work any pumping-gear with the engine without sinking winzes and driving a great 
quantity of dead ground.

Gotp Mrxtne tn tHE Cotony or Victorta.—The mill lately erected 
at the Specimen Gully Mine, Barker’s Creek, by Mr. Henry Tregellus, engineer, is pro- 
bably the most effective and substantia! in tie district, if not in the colony, and persons 
interested in the advancement of the district will derive much pleasure from an inspec- 
tion. The engine (a 40-horse power, working up to 60) is on the high-pressure and 
condensing principle, with beam, vertical cylinder, condensing tank, air-pump, and re- 
versing gear. The fly-wheel is 14 feet in diameter, and weighs upwards of 4 tons. The 
engine is supplied with steam from two boilers, each 18 feet long, and the flues extend 
155 feet up the hill, and terminate with a brick stack, 50 feet high. The situation of the 
engine has been well chosen, as it works the stamps and amalgamator, and pumps the 
mine at one operation, and when requisite, will be fitted with winding gear, and draw 
up all the quartz from the main shaft. One peculiarity, we noticed, was an admirable 


working (without the trouble of disconnecting any of the machinery) by simply revers- 
ing the engine; and in an incredibly short space of time, and without making any con- 
nections, the whole is at work again. The stamps are erected in a very substantial 
manner, on the same principle as those belonging to the Port Phillip Company at the 
Clunes, stamping upon loose bed-piates. The separation of the gold will be effected, for 
the most part, in the stamp-box, but the fine gold, escaping through the screen with the 
crushed quartz and water, will be collected on an inclined table, covered with coarse 
green baize,and the bulk of this fine gold will be found within a few inches of the 
stamps. Those blankets are changed every hour or so, the sand and gold being washed 
off into a barrel, made to revolve horizontally, and in which a sufficient quantity of 
mercary has been placed. The amalgamating process lasts abont eight hours. The 
pumps are worked by a shaft attached to the crown-wheel of the engine, and though at 
first sight they appear very massive, they perform the duties required with so little 
friction that no noise is heard. To work the quartz in the hill, a tunnel has been driven 
about 330 feet in length, and the quartz is brought out in trucks, and emptied into self- 
feeding hoppers. ‘This cunnel, which is through a hard rock, cost at the rate of 32s. per 
foot. The contract was taken over six months ago, by four men, who averaged about 
10 feet per week. They find everything except candles. We intend, in an early num- 
ber, to give a description of the mine, which, by the way, is not yet fairly “ opened,” 
in the meantime we will look with great interest for the result of the amalgamating 
process. We are aware that it is an improvement on the well-tried plan adopted by 
some of the English companies in South America, but it is a question with us whether 
the extended incline, with ripples and copper plates, is not preferable. The latter method 
is certainly much less expensive. In conclusion, we must wish every success to the 
Specimen Gully Company, as being the first in the district to get into working order, 
without having to Increase the capital or re-form the pany .— Cast! ine Advertiser.

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LiverPoot, Dec. 29.—This being my last report for the present year, 
a brief retrospect of the trade may not be considered inappropriate. Ma- 
iufactured iron has not fluctuated in price to any important extent ; the 
list of prices of the marked brands of Staffurdshire having been uniform 
throughout the whole period, and again confirmed at the quarterly preli- 
minary meeting held in Wolverhampton to-day. The inferior descriptions 
have only varied about 7s. 6d. per ton, which remark also applies to Welsh 
bars, as they may fairly be placed in the same category, the price being 
regulated by the exigencies of the makers as regards specifications.

Warson, F.G.S., the value of which need scarcely be declared, when it is 
considered that the paper published in this day’s Mininc Journat is the 
Sixteenth Annual Review, and that the accuracy of the statements contained 
has during the fifteen years they lave been published never been ques- 
tioned. ‘To epitomise Mr. Warson’s Review, it inay be stated that he con- 
silers the year 1859 has been one remarkable for mining progress, mining 
activity, and mining successes, implying that the latter outweigh the re- 
verses and disappointments. He attributes this increased prosperity to the 
greater publicity which has been given through the press and otherwise to 
mining details, whereby mining is divested of the mystery and prejudice 
which injured it.

Mr. Watson’s 
object has, we believe, ever been to POPULARISE mining, and in this he has, 
doubtless, well succeeded; for it cannot be denied that at the present time 
the number of individuals who speculate in mine shares is, at least, tenfold 
what it was when Mr. Warson’s first Review appeared in our Journal.

Hypro-Carsonisinc Gas,—In impregnating illuminating gas with hy- 
dro-carbon vapours, a difficulty has usually presented itself, owing to the very volatile 
vapours used condensing with the slightest change ot temperature, so that not only the 
benefit expected from the same was lost, but the deposit formed by condensing vapours 
in the pipes was an impediment'to the{passage ofthe gas. Toobviate this, Mr. John Ab- 
sterdam has patented an invention which consists in the use of vapours obtained from 
hydro-carbon liquids of a high boiling point, such as coal oil, or spirits of turpentine, for 
the prvrpose of impregnating air or illuminating gas, and in a peculiar apparatus, through 
which the gas is passed for the purpose of impregnating the same with these vapours, 
which apparatus consists in a series of chambers divided into a number of passages, 
which are lined with cloth and other similar material or porous fabric, and which, when 
they are partly filled with the desired liquid, raise the same by absorption or capillary 
attraction, so that it forms into vapour, which, when the gas is passed through these 
passages, is-absorbed, and that on account of the large quantity of vapour thus absorbed 
the illuminating power of the gas is sufficiently enhanced, notwithstanding the subtle- 
ness of these vapours, which are formed at a temperature considerably below the boiling 
point of the liquid from which they emanate. The vapours evolved from a liquid at a 
temperature below the boiling point are the more subtle the greater difference between 
the temperature at which the vapours are formed and the boiling point of the said 
liquid; for if this difference be considerable, only a small quantity of liquid forms into 
vapour in a given space, and this small quantity expands and fills the whole space just 
as the denser vapours formed from a larger quantity of liquid at a temperature nearer to 
its boiling point. And on account of the larger amount of latent heat contained in va- 
pours formed from a liquid of a high boiling point, such as spirits of turpentine or coal 
oll, such vapours do not condense so readily, and still the gas, by passing through a 
large atmosphere of these subtle vapours, absorbs a sufficient quantity of them to effect 
the object in view. 


Manvracture or Satt.—Mr. John Thompson, of Witton, proposes 


the introduction of an iron flue through the brine, in order to evaporate the moisture, in - 
stead of passing the heat along the outside of the pan, as usual.

Prize Essays on Coat Mrninc.— As the period is now close at hand when you announced 
that the publication of the Prize Essays on Coal Mining would commence, will you 
permit me to make one suggestion. I am aware that it is usual for the name of the 
writers to be given up when the prizes are awarded; but I think that upon a question 
of such vast importance to a large number of men, this rule might for once be infringed, 
and for this reason:—The men writing them might be such known authorities, that 
many of your correspondents would feel disinclined to combat their opinions; or they 
might be men altogether unknown, and then their opinions might not receive the 
attention they deserve. But if you permitted the merits of the papers to be fully dis- 
cussed before publishing the names, they would doubtless be much enhanced in value, 
and a vast fund of useful information might be elicited, which would otherwise never 
come to light.—CarBon. 

TUNNELING BY MacatNeRY.—In the Journal of Dec. 14 we published a letter from a 
correspondent, sugges: that a description of the machine used in tunneling the 
Alps should be published in the Journal. We find that to give figures of this machine 
would be scarcely possible in our columns ; and mere verbal! descriptions of machinery 
are always . Full details, however, were given in a memoir read about 
a year ago before the Academy of Sciences, Paris, entitled Note sur le Percement des 
Alpes entre Modane ct Bardonéche, an abstract of which will be found in the Comptes 
Rendus of the Academy. As we said before, we are by no means satisfied that these 
machines, as they stand, are applicable to ordinary mining purposes. It is their prin- 
ciple that we recommend to the attention of mining mechanics; the details being 
worked out and modified to suit the exigencies of surrounding circumstances. 


Mine Macainery.—Can any of your correspondents inform me whether any Cornish or 
Devon mine has adopted a safety-cage, with guide-rods, &c., similar to those used in 
coal mines? If it has never been introduced, I should be glad to know if there is any 
remarkable circumstances which prevents their employment ; for example, whether 
the mineralised water is injurious to the wood or metal used? Or, if it has been in- 
troduced, I should like to know at what mines it may be seen; what has been the 
expense of fixing it ; and whether it gives satisfaction to those employed in the mines, 
by lessening their fatigue.—A. D.: Manchester, Dec, 27. 

Biast FurNaces.—We were to have the iron trade revolutionised by the introduction 
of Alger’s Elliptical Blast Furnace; and, from the several reports which appeared 
concerning the trials made, it promised a great success; but for the past eighteen 
months or two years I have heard nothing of it. Can any of your correspondents in- 
form me whether it has been adopted at any iron-works in this country ; and if so, is 
it still in use, and what advantages have been found to result? Too many good in- 
ventions are lost sight of through the neglect of the inventors.—G. A. D. 

OVER-WINDING MINE SKrIPs.—I read some few weeks since your description of an im- 
proved safety-skip, invented by Mr. Bailey; and I afterwards heard that it was an 
infringement upon the patent of another Wolverhampton gentleman, named Evans, I 
think. Now, as it is of vast importance to coal owners that they should not adopt 
any contrivance which might give rise to an action at law, I should be glad to learn 
whether these inventions are identical ; and if so, which has the priority.—E. H. 

SareTy-Lamps.—I was much pleased to read Mr. Hedley’s reply to “‘ An Old Collier,” 
contradicting the statement that he advocated the exclusive use of safety-lamps in 
collieries, as I think it must be regretted for any Government officer to publish a 
statement opposed to the views of those under their inspection. For my own part, 
however, I believe that nothing would be better than to pass a law compelling the 
use of safety-lamps only in every mine. The objection which colliers have to lamps is 
they give so little light ; when.the lamp used is a Davy or Geordie their complaint 
is certainly not groundless ; but it must be remembered that there are other lamps in 
the market, which give as much light as half a dozen pit candles at the price of one. 
If, then, the ventilation be made as perfect as possible, and safety-lamps which could 
not be opened, and which gave a good light, were used, I think accidents would be 
reduced to the minimum; and, as we are never safe against sudden bursts of gas, I 
contend open lights should not be used.—T. J. C. 

Bray's Traction Encint.—Having heard many favourable opinions with respect to this 
machine, I should be glad to know whether any arrangement is made for 
inconvenience in ascending and descending inclines which might arise from the dis- 
placement of the water from its usual position. I think that, however good a traction 
engine may be in other respects, it must prove a failure, except in certain cases, unless 
the water be kept always at one level.

If a mining company 
has no intention of recovering calls from defaulting shareholders, but is satisfied with 
the forfeiture of the shares (having power by its rales to forfeit), then it may be al! 
very well to register notices of transfer without enquiry; but «under other circum- 
stances I should feel that, as a purser, I was doing very wrong to enter a share in the 
name of a party who could not, in case of need, be sued for calls, or for the debts of 
the mine. Married women, and all persons under 21 years of age, come under this 
description ; they would also be unable, if shares in paying mines were registered in 
their names, to give legal receipts for dividends ; for I suppose it will hardly be argued 
that a party who cannot be the legal holder of property can give a valid receipt for the 
income from such property. I do not mean to say but that a purser sheuld register at 
once all notices sent him, except when he has reason for suspicion ; and these cases so 
seldom occur that a little delay for enquiry has not proved, in my experience, of much 
practical inconvenience. Both married women and minors can readily get some friend 
in whose name the shares can temporarily stand ; and though a purser may sometin es 
find that he has placed an irresponsible person on the share list, he will readily be 
excused for this if he has done his best.to avoid it, and prevent the other shareholders 
having to pay, in case of a call being needed, not only their own proportions of it, but 
also those of parties out of the reach of the law.—Epwaxp A, Crovucn. 

Steam GavuGes.—As great difference of opinion exists with respect to steam guages, it 
would be interesting to ascertain, if possible, whose gauges are most in use. I have 
for some time past noticed what gauge has been employed on the boilers I have seen, 
and certainly think that the use of Bourdon’s is almost universal. Now, I should 
like to learn wherein Bourdon’s gauge is superior to the other dial guages, and also 
the respective prices.—G. A. 

Peat Fvev.—The remarks u; the new condensed peat,in last week's Journal, are 
certainly well calculated to elicit such facts as will enable all to judge of the advisa- 
bility, or otherwise, of embarking in any company which may be organised for deve- 
loping the patents under which it is made. Lf, as there stated, the invention depends 
upon the principle of extracting the fibre, I believe the suggestion of “ R. R.” would 
be quite as effective, and far cheaper; as, instead of an immense pressure being re- 
quired, which must be costly, it would suffice to tear the bog peat to pieces, and then 
mix the whole of the pulp and olegineous products together, compressing and drying 
as usual.—T. F.

cularly devoted, has certainly not been statio in this general advance 
of improvement. In Cornwall and Deven, skhongh there have been no 
very startling discoveries, many mines and mining districts are gradually 
consolidating their position, and the whole tone of this class of mining 
seems to be slowly, but surely, assuming a more steady and legitimate 
character. Public opinion seems to be gradually becoming better informed 
of the possibilities of such enterprises ; and with this improved informa- 
tion, while confidence in legitimate concerns is strengthened, the even 
temporary success of bubble schemes is becoming more rare. Nothing can 
be more reassuring on this point than the indifferent reception accorded to 
the few doubtful schemes that have been introduced on the market during 
the past year. The great majority of them have completely failed in at- 
tracting more than a few stray dupes ; and even the one or two that have 
achieved a seeming success have, we believe, only succeeded in netting a 
very small proportion of the profits they anticipated. ‘ 

With the present prices of metals, which the best judges consider are 
more likely to advance than to recede, we must expect yet increased activity 
in our metallic mines. ‘The present rates of tin, copper, and lead, must 
make many concerns remunerative which did not answer at the prices of 
some years ago. To our great, old, deep, and costly mines, such prices are 
of even more comparative importance than to newer concerns,. 

From the consideration of the general position of mining industry, we 
are led to the subject with which it is inseparably connected—the progress 
of Mrxinc Epucation. The practical effect of the Central Government 
School of Mines in Jermyn-street has not yet been much felt. The stu- 
dents of that Institution are so comparatively few, that those who distin- 
guish themselves are scarcely sufficient to supply the demand for the various 
geological surveys of the empire, and the requirements of our larger 
manufacturing establishments. The successful provincial schools have a 
more direct influence on practical mining ; and, as tar as we can judge by 
what has been already done, it seems to be very beneficial, and to promise 
yet greater results when more completely worked out. One of the most 
important steps to the promotion of sound practical mining knowledge and 
education will be the successful establishment of the Miners’ Association of 
Cornwall and Devon, already so happily inaugurated by Mr. Rosert Hunt. 

The present time is particularly distinguished from any past period ot 
our history by the extraordinary industrial development which has sud- 
denly taken place on the Continent, particularly in Belgium and Frauce. 
A good deal of this may be fictitious and unsound, but by far the greater 
part of it is real, and represents a sudden progress in industry on the part 
of our neighbours, which it is our interest carefully to study, particularly 
as the greater part of it is in avowed rivalry to our hitherto unapproachable 
prosperity. Much of the bitter feeling which unhappily exists against 
this country on the Continent is far from being entirely attributable to 
political causes. To a great extent it is due to our preponderating manu- 
facturing and commercial position, and its accompanying wealth and pros- 
perity, which excite a feeling of envy and hatred difficult for us to con- 
ceive ; and if ever we should be attacked by a continental coalition, we 
may be assured it will be prompted more by a desire of annihilating our 
trade than by other considerations. Popular feeling on the Continent has 
made up its mind that we shall no longer have the monopoly (as they 
term it) of manufactures and trade, which they suppose us to have grasped 
during the last great war, and are determined we shall be deprived of it 
either by the force of war, or by the more means of a combat of 
tariffs and rival competition. In either case—either in the race of war or 
industry—it is to our uneq) mineral and metallic resources that we 
must look to preserve our present unapproachable position. It is to our 
coal and iron mines—to our copper and tin mines—all unequalled in Europe, 
that we owe our present pre-eminent wealth and power; and while we 
—— our superiority in this respect, we need fear no rival in the race 
jor power or manu ring supremacy. 

ith regard to ourselves, we have endeavoured—we hope successfully— 
to make this Journal the faithful organ and representative of the various 
Mining Industries of the Kingdom ; aiding and protecting their interests 
when menaced, and affording in our columns, from week to week, a true 
picture of their progress, and a means for the intercommunication of opinion 
among all classes connected with them. Our task is not always an agree- 
able or easy one; and if we fail to please all our readers, at all times, we 
are probably no worse off in this respect than most of our contemporaries. 
That our efforts are generally appreciated we have the strongest proof in 
the high position we hold among all the class journals of the day. There 
are times when opinions run high, even in mining matters, and when we 
find it no easy matter to deal with communications we receive. In such 
cases we always endeavour to induce as conciliatory a spirit as the cireum- 
stances allow, and generally to promote that good feeling among all which, 
in mining above ail other pursuits, nothing need interfere with. 











The Board of Trade returns, with respect to the exports and imports 
for the eleven months ending Nov. 30, are before us. They continue to 
show a steady increase in all departments of British industry, and our 
shipments of the produce and manufacture of this country are augment- 
ing month by month. The declared total value of exports from the period 
mentioned is 119,613,185/., which in 1858 amounted to only 106,555,562/.; 
so that there is an excess in favour-of this year of 13,057,628. 

Articles identified with mining keep up their due proportion in the scale 
of increase; and although there is again a small falling off in copper and 
brass, collectively to 133,059/., the balance in favour of the eleven months 
of 1859, as compared with the same period of 1858, is 2,066,057/.; the 
aggregate value of exports for this year being 26,465,531/., against 
24,399,474/. in 1858. Iron again shows the largest excess, being 816,023/. 
over last year; but the details are given in the usual place. 

Of the precious metals, we have still to record an excess of im over 
exports, which, of course, is a favourable feature. During the eleven 
months we have been the recipients of 35,528,649/. of gold and silver 
bullion and specie, and have exported 33,861,3961., leaving, consequently, 
1,567,2537. to the credit of imports. Our receipts were 21,454,7617. in 
gold and 14,073,888/. in silver, while the shipments were 16,948,774/. in 

Id and 16,912,622/, in silver. During the month of November the de- 
ivery of the precious metals into our coffers amounted to 2,225,0497., 
while our transmission to other countries was equal to 2,665,250/.; so 
that for the month there was a balance against us of 440,201/., arising 
from the fact that 1,539,410/. was sent to India and China. Therefore, 
although there was an excess of exports over imports, it cannot, in the 
strict sense, be regarded as against this country, being for our own depen- 
dencies and for the payment of war expenses inChina. From the Uni 
States we received 9,405,338. during the eleven months; from Ansell 
8,048,673; Mexico and South America, 4,760,624/., being, together, no less 
than 22,214,635/., against only 14,3427. remitted to the United States. 











ST. AUBYN MINERAL COMPANY. 


The favourable aspect of the copper and tin trades at the present time, 
compared with some years since, permits of many mines which would 
formerly have been anything but remunerative being now worked to a 
profit; and it is probably the neglect to consider this fact which causes 
abandoned mines with fair prospects to be so frequently condemned. The 
standard at the present time is nearly 60 per cent. higher than it was 
when the mines which the St. Aubyn Mineral Company propose to work were sus- 
pended ; and as it is stated that for several years prior to the stoppage of the mines the 
annual returns of tin and copper ore exceeded 30,0001. in value, the adventure must cer- 
tainly be regarded as a fair average speculation.

With such statements 
as these, put forth by a board of directors nearly all of whom ave well-known and in- 
finentia! men, what doubt should be entertained of the prospect of the undertaking ? 
Capts. Ci:arles Thomas, John Morcom, James Pope, M. W. Martyn, and John Roberts, 
have all inspected the mines, and fully concur in declaring them to possess the most 
cheering prospects. 

There is, perhaps, 
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Capt. Charles Th: recommends a capital of at least 50,000/., and remarks that he is

of opinion that before that amount is expended the mine can be brought into good work - 
ing order, with a strong probability of its yielding large returns of ore, and leaving profits 
to the company; and Capt. M. W. Martyn estimates the capital required at 40,000/. ; 
and, as the promoters are to receive 11,500/. [receivable only, be it understood, when 
the mines pay dividends), it is proposed, and we think wisely, to raise 60,000/., a sum 
which, under any circumstances, will be sufficient to test the value of the mines. The 
field for operations is ample, the sett comprising the Penberthy Downs, 
Wheal Fancy, and Enys’ Wheal Virgin, whilst, as to the vaiue of the lode, it will suffice 
to state that the Penberthy main lode alone is of such richness, that the miners of the 
neighbourhood express their willingness to take the pitches upon tribute at from 2s. 6d. 
to 10s. in 1/., and even this is higher than was paid for stoping when the mine was last 
worked, so that it is probable that when the levels are cleared more favourable bargains 
can be made. Indeed, it does not appear to matter from what point of view the under- 
tuking is looked at, the opinions are to the same effect; thus Capt. Charles Thomas, 
after referring to the productiveness of several mines in the vicinity, probably upon the 
same lodes, he says, “ the stratum is killas of the ordinary kind of that neigh’ . 
which has formeriy, in a great number of mines, yielded immense quantities of copper 
and moderate quantities of tin. Looking at the mine with all the circumstances, I con- 
sider it to be well worthy the attention of gentlemen disposed to embark in tin and cop- 
per mining.” Now, we must remember that it is difficult to find a more cautious re- 
porter than Capt. Charies Thomas, and that few are better able to give an opinion upon 
amine. We must, therefore, conclude that the St. Aubyn Mineral Company is a legiti- 
mate adventure, and one with good prospects of success, unless it were proved that miniug 
is an unprofitable undertaking as a rule, and not as an exception. 








THE METAL TRADE—ANNUAL REPORTS. 

The state of our market occasionally has presented an aspect so strange 
and anomalous, as to render it difficult to ascertain the real condition of 
business; orders have been executed most irregularly; no dependance 
whatever could be placed upon the demand, principally of a speculative 
character, moving with sudden impulse, springing into action without 
evincing the ordinary symptoms that attend activity, and then ceasing 


with the utmost abruptness—one day all life, and the next scarcely any- 
thing to be done, at any reasonable price, or on usual terms. ‘To press 
buyers proved fruitless, indeed, np making matters worse. Speculators 
have evidently realised the largest share of profits, the low prices that have 
ruled naturally tempting them as a good opportunity to buy; these pur- 
chases have certainly been the means of arresting the downward tendency 
in prices, the bona fide transactions at times being inadequate to support 
the position of metals. These speculations, perhaps, have not to any t 
extent benefited the manufacturers; many of them have held accumulated 
stocks rather than submit to a sacrifice, and waited until higher or more 
remunerative prices could be realised. Importers have mostly preferred 
making immediate sales, where ticable, to warehousing their com- 
modities, or incurring the risk of the market. Outward freights have 
ruled very high, consequently tending in a measure to check exports; 
there has also, unfortunately, existed another drawback of greater magni- 
tude, spreading its baneful influence in every direction, both at home and 
abroad—i. ¢. the late continental war. Of all obstacles to trade there is 
scarcely any to equal that of war; credit is so severely tested, that ruin 
ye? inevitably follows ; confidence entirely ceases while it lasts ; commerce is 
reduced to its narrowest limits, the whole world constrained to await the 
termination of hostilities—in fact, so much lost time, acomplete blank. All 
exertion may be used afterwards to repair the evil, but it is impossible to 
calculate what could have been effected in the time, providing peace reigned. 
At the end of the year 1858 there was a good prospect of business prov- 
ing very encouraging throughout the ensuing year, and nearly everybody 
was anticipating an entire recovery from the depression which had for some 
time enveloped trade generally. No sooner did the period approach that 
would crown hopes with success, than the whole community were doomed 
to disappointment, and to have all their wishes frustrated, The speech of 
the Emperor Napoleon sounded the alarm ; operations were at once tem- 
porarily suspended, or given up in despair. A state of suspense proved 
anything but conducive to prosperity, yet the open declaration of war be- 
tween France and Austria finally extinguished the remaining spark of ani- 
mation. ‘lhe unsettled feeling and uneasiness that prevailed during this 
critical period has now pretty well subsided, and although we have had 
this great shock to contend with, causing business to deviate from its usual 
course, yet it is pleasing to find in the aggregate but little reason to com- 
plain; quite an average amount of business has been carried through, and 
the statistics of 1859 will well bear comparison with former years. As 
time progresses, it is satisfactory to see the rapid increase in the demand 
for metals. Year after year produces larger returns; not only is the con- 
sumption becoming more extensive in this country, but shipments to all 
parts, especially to our colonies, are no longer the limited ex of pre- 
vious years. Providing peace continues, we shall probably be blest with 
a very prosperous and flourishing trade during the months of 1860. 


Coprer.—The chief characteristic of former times was the iniquitous 
monopoly, most disgusting and obnoxious in all its workings. On several occasions so 
outrageous were the acts of the monopolists, that they could not be passed by unnoticed. 
Our camments were necessarily severe ; the main point ofour remarks was to clear the 
market of such an uopopular combination. This has been partly accomplished without 
recourse to anything unpleasant ; it is gradually dying a natural death, and must even- 
tually suceumb tothe national principles of free trade. The greatly increased importa- 
tions of foreign cake, tile, and ingot has counteracted any arbitrary designs contem- 
plated or exercised by the monopolists against competitors, and very considerably re- 
stricted their power. The productions of Australia, South America, Spain, Russia, &., 
demand consideration, and are too important not to be taken into account; the price of 
English may be so far advanced beyond its legitimate value, that instead of taking it 
buyers will purchase foreign, especially as greater attention at many of the works is 
now bestowed in smelting. For some of the chief smelters to meet together for the 
purpose of adjusting prices no particular objection cau be raised, so long as they do not 
make it imperative for all sellers strictly to adhere to fixed rates; but even in a select 
few, where every confidence is expected to be reposed, there is almost sure to be found 
one or two acting underhanded. This year has brought out some of the “ black sheep.” 
It is hard to refuse orders when they are wanted, and the temptation is very strong when 
for a trifling concession the thing so much desired might be obtained, either the neces- 
sities of the smelters, or, at least, an inclination to serve the buyers, by giving them a 
sum, to which latter cause we would willingly ascribe it; buyers have positively as- 
serted that certain smelters in the association have been underselling, accepting a less 
price that what is ridiculously termed fixed rates; allowing it in discount, or by “ pri- 
vate arrangement,” “ understanding,” &&. It is right to expose such practices to make 
it known generally, especially to those few and independent houses in the trade who 
have always kept honourably and commendably aloof from the clique, as they might be 
frequently deceived by the smelters fixing a price, and thinking they are sure to get it. 
It is all moonshine, and the sooner there is a public announcement issued to the effect that 
they no longer consider themselves bound strictly to adhere to the decision of the monthly 
or any other special meetings of the trade, the more it will redound to their honour and 
interests, besides imparting a proper feeling between buyers and sellers. It is proverbial 
large consumers buy their regular supplies under fixed rates; and shippers, unless 
they get into confidence. and creep in “ under the rose,” are charged fixed rates, without 
any allowance. Respectable its would, of course, presume that, 
order to any of the “ Thames-street ” houses without limits, no advantage would be taken 
of it amongst so high and wealthy a class of men as the copper smelters are reputed to 
be: to say the least, it is very surprising that they can be found to lend themselves to 
such unfair dealings. Why should shippers be treated differently to consumers? Re- 
ference has only been made to the price, but now come the terms. Shipping orders are 
invariably cash 14 days after shipment, whereas many consumers obtain one to four 
months’ credit, with all the advantages ofcash terms ; so that the shipper in juxta-posi- 
tion with the consumer meets with very unequal terms. The only way to adjust the 
difference equitably is by the abolition of what is called fixed rates. Let it be open on 
either side to make the best terms in their power, and we are sure it would decidedly be 
most . The fiactuations in price have been trifling, the lowest 1144d., and 
the highest ls. 0lgd. It is not improbable, however, that higher rates may shortly be 
as about 3000 tons of Chilian slab were bought a short time since by the 
smelters; consequently the market at the moment is pretty well in their own hands. 
Russian has been scarce; supplies of Spanish moderate; Kapunda about equal to re- 
quirements; Burra Burra sufficient for all purposes. Copiapo, a quality as yet but little 
known, although in tolerable good favour with founders for castings. Norwegian, supe- 
rior to English tough cake, at present not imported in sufficient quantities, or by brand 
be establish its reputation. 


.—At the commencement of the year there was no paucity of orders. 
Irorimasters undertook large contracts for nearly all descriptions of manufactured iron, 
and continued well supplied with work for the first three or four months, after which 
time our market gradually began to droop, and ever since, with the exception of a few 
brief intervals, has very inactive. Present prices are spoken of as 
unremunerative to sellers, and some improvement is anxiously waited for. 
been mostly in limited request—contracts given out with caution, at low prices—the 
slight fluctuations have not offered sufficient inducements to speculators to operate, and 
it was not until the autumn that our market evinced signs of recovery from the easy and 
declining condition of the summer quarter, and which then only proved of temporary 
duration, lower rates being quoted shortly afterwards, without again showing any im- 
proving tendency. Makers, however, have not been disposed to seli in any other way 
than for immediate section and specification ; the ordinary mode of payment in many 
instances has been departed from, buyers experiencing less difficulty in placing orders 
with conditions deviating somewhat from the regular terms. The demand for Welsh 
and Staffordshire bars being in excess the former part of the year, with other circum- | 
stances combined, has caused a great falling off lately in exports ; some good orders, how- 
ever, have recently been executed for delivery during the next year, and may 
probably enable sellers in a little time to obtain better rates. Extensive of 
nail rods have been made for shipment toChina. Staffordshire sheets have been shi 
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likely to be reduced, as well as several prompts falling due causing a rush on the part of 
the “ bears” to cover their calls. Mixed numbers warrants have realised 58s. cash ; 
the price has not been upheld, and the market is now lesseXcited. Sellers quote 57s. to 
57s. 6d., mixed numbers, g.m.b., f.0.b. in the Clyde. Stocks keep large, as the agi- 
tation subsides prices may probably assume a downward course, with occasional trifling 
variation in quotations, at least until the demand for shipping iron improves. Sales of 
Indian and Swedish charcoal pigs have been effected at 6/. per ton; supplies exceed re- 
quirements of consumers. 


Leap.—The demand for the first half of the year was tolerably steady, and 
the short arrivals of Spanish tended tostrengthen the current prices in our market, the prin- 
cipal of the “ Linares” (containing silver) was readily taken for arrival ; this brand, in 
fact, constitutes the chief imports, other brands, mostly reputed to be of soft quality, are 
of comparative insignificance, and but little infi 
a kind of sympathetic feeling seems to have pervaded this metal with others in general, 
and a corresponding falling off in the c ption and ship t d in June, 
from which time, until the last six or seven weeks, there has been a drooping market. 
The strike among the builders acted prejudicially, and i d the gloominess of the 
period, especially as time wore on there was no prospect of any speedy arrangement or 
adjustment of differences between master and man, the consequence might naturally be 
inferred that nothing was then doing in the Lome trade, besides several orders that had 
been put in hand for sheets, &., were suspended or cancelled. English pig sold at 
20/. 1ds.; sheets, 208. per ton higher; Spanish pig, soft quality, 202. 10s. to 20/. 15s. 
After sales to the extent of about 1000 tons English pig, prices again rallied 10s. per ton. 
The price of ores has also risen, and present quotations for pig, sheets, &c., appear to be 
pretty firmly established, so that we are more likely to have higher rates demanded than 
otherwise. The East Indian Council! have issued tenders sundry times for several hun- 
dred tons of pig, and the Government have also contracted for some large lots. WB 
brand still maintains its reputation as “ first favourite,” and invariably taken where good 
quality is essential. The Chinese highly appreciate this brand, and will give 10s. to 20s. 
per ton more than for any other kind. Average sales of patent shot have been made. 
Spanish pig readily commands just now 20/. 1ds. to 217. per ton, 


Srectex.—This metal appears to have suffered in price more than any 
other on account of the late war, yet, strange to say, the quantity sold is something enor- 
mous, the low prices not only inducing speculation, but shipments to India on an exten- 
sive scale. At present there is but little enquiry on thespot. ‘The usual plan of selling 
for spring shipment was resorted to by the Germans. At the close of 1858 prices were 
rapidly advanced from 21/. 15s. to 23/. 10s.; but, like most of these purchases, they are, 
for the best part, speculative, and uniess buyers shift the parcel on to other hands while 
there is a chance of doing 80, at some concession compared with importers’ rates, they 
generally find to their cost that on arrival the parcel is unsaleable at anything like the 
price that was reckoned upon ; for instance, some of the late spring shipments which ex- 
tend over March, April, and May, at seliers’ option, were made at 237. to 237. 10s.; and 
by the time the May shipments arrived, say in June, quotations were then 18/. 10s. to 
19/., showing a loss of 4/. to 5/. perton. The consumers, of course, are aware that the 
greater part of these lots will be offered again for sale, and nearly all within a period ef 
three to four months ; and, being in second hands, are frequently pressed on the market 
for immediate cash. This same kind of excitement has again recently been raised, and 
several contracts passed at prices varying from 21/. to 22/7, 10s. per ton; whereas there 
still remains a stock in warehouse here of 3500 tons, which cannot find ready buyers at 
211. 10s., although business has been foreed to 21/. 178. 64. Now, it is pretty evident if 
holders of stock are willing to sell, and there is no signs of any legitimate demand 
springing up sufficient to enhance prices, the purchases that have lately been effected for 
spring shipment are not likely to be very lucrative. We reluctantly predict a retro- 
grade market, but we believe a good deal of actention is given to this metal by the Ger- 
mans, and it forms a source of much speculation ; consequently, as they are invariably 
the sellers for spring shipment, it is scarcely possible to imagine, if they entertained a 
good opinion of prices, that they would sell ; on the contrary, they wouid doubtless be 
buyers, or, at any rate, quiescent. 


Try in rank stands the highest; no metal this year has approached its 
value, maintaining a lofty position all through ; the fluctuations, considering its enor- 
mous price, have been confined in @ comparatively limited compass—13/. per ton in 
English blocks, and about the same margin in Banca and Straits ; the prices of English 
and foreign have not been so evenly quoted as they are generally. In Hol holders 
have exhibited more firmness than sellers in our market, particularly the English 
smelters, who, it appears, made unnecessary reductions, one of which was in August 
of 2/. per ton on blocks, seemingly without effecting any other object than an unsettled 
feeling ; the decline was of too insignificant a character to be of service in creating an 
improved demand, and yet of sufficient importance to be deemed influential in affecting 
the prices of foreign: this, however, was not immediately the case, and they remained 
for some time in advance, tending greatly to the support of fixed rates of English. It is 
not easy at all times to ascertain the exact motive by which sellers may be actuated in 
making alterations in prices, but it is evident not the demand or the rate paid for ores 
definitely decide the movement. A strong disposition requires great care to conceal the 
part to be played, and an impartial observer may discern much that might be overlooked, 
inasmuch that when prices are lowered it is done sometimes to lower other quotations 
pertaining to things of similar kind, which may wish to be secured at a certain figure. 
Should the scheme succeed higher rates are v soon re-established. Consumers for 
the most part have bought sparingly. Very little activity was displayed before April, 
when some speculative contracts were passed ; the market again relapsed into its former 
state of quietude, and the rates of English were reduced just previous tothe Dutch sale; 
the sale price going much beyond general anticipation caused smelters to make two ad- 
vances in quick succession, amounting in all to 137. per ton. In the early part of July 
one or two large sales of Straits were made, also this month a good deal of speculation 
has been in active operation. The principal of the stocks here is in strong hands. 


T1n-Piates.—During the past year makers have frequently been obliged 
to curtail the work of the hands employed, by only allowing them to turn out certain 
quantities in their regular hours ; the demand has been very indifferent, but prices have 
scarcely varied more than Is. per box, giving no opportunity of making money by specu- 
lation. The foreign markets have not presented any encouragement to shippers, but in- 











creased shipments to some ports have made up for the decrease to others, so that, averag- | 


ing the whole, the returns are very little short of last year. 


Sreev.—In English the price may be said to never vary: for several 
years past in qualities upon which any dependence could be placed no change has oc- 
curred. Lately the Sheffield trade has been very quict; railway spring# are in most 
demand. Swedish faggot has been sold at 20/. to 21/.,and still remains in request at the 
former figure. No stock here. Swedish keg has sold freely for arrival. All the pro- 
duction this year of the favourite brand ZB is sold,and also the whole production of the 
ensuing year; there have also been large sales of KB, as well as other brands, altogether 
amounting to about 2500 tons: as this constitutes the great bulk for delivery next year, 
the late advance is likely to be well maintained for some time to come. 


QuicksILvER.—The Spanish Government have undertaken to sell through 
commissioners, instead of allowing it, as hitherto, to pass through the hands of Roths- 
child. In January and February sales were made the same as before, but in consequence 
of the falling off, or cessation in the production of the Californian mines, the enquiries 
for Spanish were considerably multiplied, so much so that stocks in London were soon 
exhausted. Buyers were compelled to wait for further arrivals in the mean time, although 
every assurance was given by the commission that no change in price was anticipated ; 
after negociations being carried on between London, Madrid, and Paris, it was finally 
resolved to alter not only the price but the terms to the present mode of selling. Ship- 
ments to India and China have been large. 





Grascow, Dec. 31.—The history of the Iron Trade is emphatically a 
history of p . A hundred years ago the first furnace was completed 
in Scotland, the iron industry of which, by reason of the juxtaposition of 
coal, ironstone, lime, strong men, and cheap transit (not yet known to exist 
in the same perfection in any other country in the world), has since, although 
only ot comparatively late years, assumed a magnitude truly astonishing. 
Down to 1825 the annual production had scarcely attained 30,000 tons, though the prices 
during that long period of time fluctuated between 6/.and 11/7. per ton. Thereafter, whilst 
the infinite uses of iron began more rapidly to extend, every fall in price stimulated in- 
vention to cheapen and enlargeits manufacture. To-day there are 125 furnaces in blast 
and the computed make for the year just closing amounts to the unprecedented quantity 
of 950,000 tons. Notwithstanding the disturbed state of Europe, and the consequent 
great decrease in the exports to the Continent, the shipmencs and local consumption 
reached 915,000 tons, being the largest in any year excepting 1853, and showing an in, 
crease of 105,000 tons over that of last year, and of 72,000 tons over 1857, when the price 
averaged 70s. per ton. The stocks are, therefore, now only 330,000 tons lying in ware- 
house-keepers’ and makers’ stores. It will be observed that the total deliveries 
are nearly on a par with the production, and that when shipments were 60,000 tons per 
month, asin March, April, and May last, the supply from the makers proved inadequate, 
consequently inroads were made upon the stock in store, which is 9000 tons less than 
twelve months ago. By a glance at the annexed table it will be perceived the average 
price is fully 15s. per ton less than that of the last six years, and the lowest since 1852. 
Touching 47s. in May last, whena dire feeling was excited by an alarming article in the 
Times; it afterwards veered between 48s. and 54s. till November, when an ascensional 
movement set in, and the highest priee obtained has been 58s. 9d.,in this week. But 
apart from occasional realisations and checks, the present sustained advance, though 
comparatively small, may be accepted as a testimony that the public are fora 
higher range of prices. The recentrise in wages—so readily granted by theironmasters, 
though the low prices then ruling warranted a refusal—is a significant fact of the scar- 
city of labour, and early inthe new year a still further increase in the value of thiscom- 
modity may be anticipated. Throughout the year the malleable iron-works and foun- 
dries have continued in undiminished activity, and recently contracts tothe extent of at 
least a million sterling have been made for tron shipbuilding on the Clyde. It is, there- 
fore, to be hoped that one of our oldest and largest malleable works, which has stood 
idle since 1857, shall be required ere long to be put in full operation. Assuming that no 
political convulsions will interpose to check the onward expansion of trade, it is fair to 
infer that as it extends there must continue an enlarging demand for iron, the increas- 
ing use of which is a conspicuous test of the progress of commercial, mechanical, and 
industrial development.

Iuprovep Locomertve.—An attempt has been made in America, by 
embodying several of the most approved inventions for trucks, boilers, 
and furnaces, to attain perfection in the locomotive. The engine is named 

| the “ Chetwood,” and was built, under the superintendence of Mr. Hud- 
| son, at the Rogers Locomotive and Machine Company’s Works for the 
| New Jersey Railroad. The “‘ Chetwood” is a first-class passenger 
| engine, with four coupled drivers 544 ft. diameter, cylinders 16 x 22 in., and weighs in 
| running order about 25 tons. The great improvement in the running gear is the Bissell 
truck ; the whole truck, instead of turning on its own centre, slides sidewise under the 
| front of the engine, being held by a radius arm extending back under the boiler to a pin 
| situated about half-way between the centre of the truck and the centre of the front 
| driving-shaft. All the axles thus work more nearly xaulal to any given curve in the 
read, and without increased friction. The axles of the truck, as is now common, have 
both inside and outside bearings, and preserve the parallelism and stability of the boxes. 
Its valve motion, which is the link motion, with a variable cut off, enables the engineer 
to save steam by using a little at high-pressure rather than a larger ammount at low- 
P e, P much of the back p incident to hinery. The 
fire-box which is of the ordinary size, and a plain combustion chamber, without expensive 
water shelves, extends from it into the horizontal portion of the boiler to the depth of 
29 in. From this 153 tron flues, 2 in. in diameter, pass through the water into the 
smoke-box. In the mouth of the chimney is a shelf of fire-brick, which promotes the 
mixture of the gases, and by its heat sets them ou fire. Alien and Hudson's patent 
grate is an important addition; the grate-bars are so connected to a lever within reach 
of the fireman, that when the fire becomes clogged with cinders, or the coal is caked, he 
can move them all, or shake them up, without wasting unburned coal, and without so 
disturbing the fire as to injure its intensity—common failings of shaking grates. Hud- 
son’s patent diaphragm is also used, which is a partition of iron extending down from 
the roof of the smoke-box to near its bottom. In the open smoke-box the draft is na- 
turally through the centre portion of the flues, but the use of the diaphragm increases 
the draft through the bottom row of flues, and thus converts them all into good heating 
surface. The new locomotive burns coal, and is very economical in every respect. 











ExTRaoRDINARY Discoveries in CaLirornia.—A correspondent, 
writing from San Francisco, says :—‘* Within the past month our resources 
in regard to the precious metals have assumed a new and most interesting 
feature. We say our resources, though properly speaking the new deve- 
lopments have been made rather beyond our border. We allude to what 
has been called (quite inappropriately, however) the Washoe diggings. 
These valuable mines, rich both in gold and silver, lie on the eastern slope of the Sierra 
Nevada, iu about lattitude 39° 25’, distant some ten miles from Washoe Valley, Nevada 
territory, and eight miles from Carson river. That is to say, the main discoveries have 
been made in the locality named, though indications are favourable to the conclusion 
that much of the adjacent country for many miles in extent, partakes largely of an auri- 
ferous and argentiferous character. At Virginia City, or Silver Hill, as it is variously 
called, mines have been opened, as yet but a few hundred yards in extent, which yield 
an aimost fabulous amount of silver, and in some instances of gold, to the ton of ore. 
These metals are found in the same vein, and mingled with each other in irregular pro- 
portions, some ore y elding about half of each, while other specimens are principally of 
silver, generally three parts of siver to one of gold. One assay of ore from this locality 
yielded per ton $2939 in gold, and $2857 in silver, while some black sand from placer 
diggings adjacent yielded $3000 in silver and $300 in gold. The mine now being worked 
is owned by a conipany, the agents of which in this city are Donald Davidson and Co., 
who are part owners. Judging from the announcements of the interior press we infer 
that some 40 tons have been forwarded to this city, a few tons of which have been 
shipped via Panama and New York to Havre, for analytical examination. The assays 
made in this city leave no doubt that the ore will yield from $3000 to $6000 per ton. 
We learn from reliable authority that from 75 to 100 tons will have reached this city 
before the inclemency of the season will have suspended operations. At the mines some 
rude efforts at smelting the ore had been made, which have proved sufficiently satisfac- 
tory to warrant the parties concerned in prosecuting the undertaking, and thus econo- 
mising on the cost of transportation to this city, which at present is about $100 per ton.” 

The Californian correspondent of the New York Times, writing from San Francisco, 
Nov. 5, 1859, says:—* By this steamer you wiil receive wonderful accounts of the rich- 
ness of the famous Washoe Valley, or rather Carson Valley, silver mines —far ahead of 
the world-renowned mines of Chili and Peru. The vein now being worked is situated 
just over the line of California, in Utah territory, distant about 175 miles from Sacra- 
mento city—perfectly accessible by teams, over 400 of which are now hauling over that 
route to and from Salt Lake. The mines were discovered by a man named Comstock, 
now here, and, as usual, he sold his claims for a small amount to different parties, who 
are now working them. One company, known as the Walsh Company, are getting out 
at the rate of 2 tons a-day of the silver ore, besides several tons of the quartz stripped 
from the vein, which has been yielding, by the Mexican arrastra process, over $400 per 
day, but the gold is lessening as they go down, and gradually merging into silver. The 
vein has been traced over 1000 ft. The Walsh Company have 1400 ft,; next come 
Bryant and Raymond, who own 50 ft., for which they paid $400 a foot, from which they 
have already shipped down to this place about 13 tons of ore, worth, by actual demon- 
stration over $3000 perton. From the Walsh vein there has been received about 28 tons, 
and 12 tons more out and ready to come down. This ore goes all the way from $2500 
to $6000 per ton, containing both gold and silver, but silver principally,” 








THE IRON anp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. ] 

Dec. 29.—The preliminary quarterly meeting of the Ironmasters’ As- 
sociation of South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire, was held to-day, 
at Dudley. No interest attached to it, as no one expected any change in 
prices, which continue at 77. 10s. for common bars ; hoops, 87. 10s. ; plates 
and sheets, 9/. These prices have been the official rates since July, 
1858 ; but, in reality, they have been in most cases the actual selling rates 
for the last two years. Within that period a considerable improvement has 
taken place in the iron trade, but it has only sufficed to keep prices nearer 
the official list, and to keep the works in fuller operation; and has not been 
sufficient to warrant any advance. For some years past the growing com- 
petition of other iron-producing districts with South Staffordshire has been 
very evident. In various parts of the kingdom iron-works are springing 
up» and before any advance can take place in prices the increasing means 
of supply must be generally brought into operation, which can only be 
effected - the demand for iron experiencing a very considerable impetus. 
A small advance in prices would soon induce the extension of works, and, 
therefore, high prices do not appear likely to be realised for the present. 
The following statement shows the official rates for bars in South Staf- 
fordshire for the period indicated :—January to April, 1853, 117. ; April 
to July, 1853, 10/.; July 1853, to July, 1854, 9/.; July, 1854, to January, 
1855, 117. ; January to April, 1855, 97. ; April to October, 1855, 87. ; 
October, 1855, to December, 1857, 9/.; January to July, 1858, 8/.; J uly, 
1858, to December, 1859, 77. 10s. The cases in which the highest quota- 
tions have prevailed were exceptional, and probably very little iron was 
actually sold at those rates. 

The price of pig-iron has not greatly fluctuated during the year. If 
anything, the rates are a shade lower than in January last, but the differ- 
ence, if any, is very trifling. Goo | all-mine pigs are selling at 3/. 12s. 6d.; 
a few special makes fetching 3/. 15s. Best qualities of native ironstone 
are quoted at 16s. per ton, which is, as nearly as possible, the price at the 
commencemeut of the year. Coal is, if anything, a shade cheap r, and 
the supply is abundant. The steadiness of the price of pig: iron is easily 
accounted for. It has been repeatedly shown in this letter how consider- 
able a portion of the furnaces of this district are out of blast. With some 
few exceptions this arises from the manufacture of pig-iron beyond a ce1- 
tain amount being found to be unprofitable, but any advance in price would 
at once lead to additional blast-furnaces being put into activity, and hence 
the checking of the rise. The following is a statement of the number of 
blast-furnaces in operation at the different periods indicated :—

With 50 blast-furnaces waiting for a slight increase in price to warrant 
their being brought into operation, any great advance in the price of pig- 
iron at present is not very likely. 

The year 1859 has bose comparatively free from failures in the iron 
trade. Three firms, which had for some time been known to bein embar- 
rassed circumstances, have succumbed during the year. In several cases 
firms which had entered into arrangements to pay certain specified divi- 
dends have failed to fulfilthem. Itis hardly likely that 1860 will beexempt 
from cases of a similar nature to the latter. 

There has been a very fair business done, but from the low prices which 
have prevailed it has been less profitable than in many previous years. At 
the present moment most of the works are tolerably employed, ‘especially 
those whose quality stands high in the niarket! For bars and common 
boiler-plates the demand has been scarcely so good, other districts under- 
selling in the droduction of these kinds of iron. Whether the quality is 
equal is a question, and one of considerable importance, considering how 
much human safety is dependant upon this circumstance. 

The crisis of the autumn of 1857 was essentially a beneficial and desir- 
able event. Its delay would have aggravated the evils which caused it. 
The clearance then effected of firms without means adequate te their un- 
“dertakings was of decided advantage, but many roots of the old growth re- 
main, and only need the quickening influence of high prices, and the genial 
atmosphere of easy confidence, to lead to-n repetition of the course which 
found its climax in 1857. At present the trade.is,jn.a soun: state, and if 
profits are not large they are the more certain. Accounts generally 
sent the aspect of the trade as more fayourable, and we only wait to see. 
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— 
_ the Congress of Paris make a settlement of Italian affairs likely to be per- 
manent to anticipate confidently a good trade for the year 1860. 

Of the Hardware Trades a still more satisfactory repert 
than of the Iron Trade. They.were. from the disgraceful failures 
which marke the iron trade of South ire, although they neces- 
sarily suffered from gh pe depression which followed the crisis of 1857. 
From this depression recovery has been steady. During the greater 
part of 1859 the home demand for hardwares has been. very good, and it 
continues so until the present time. The foreign trade has been rather 
quiet in some departments. The falling off in this part of the trade has, 
however, not been very serious, for the total exports of hardwares and 
cutlery to the end of Nov..last are returned as of the value of 3,465,48112., 
against 2,989,7102. in 1858, and 3,740,743/. in 1857. British North 
America, Brazil, and Australia are the principal countries the demand to 
which has fallen off. The United States have taken hardwares and cut- 
lery to a greater extent than in 1857, when the exports were so enormous, 
‘The East Indies have purchased less than last year, but much more than 
in 1857. In fact, but for the rapid extension of British commerce to that 
vast country the recovery from the crisis of 1857 would have been much 
slower. It is satisfactory to be able to state that the latest accounts from 
India are much more favourable. Stocks were being reduced, confidence 
was increasing, and more orders were sent. The demand for the United 
States is quiet, but the improvement spoken of a few weeks ago continues. 

On the whole, 1859 closes under circumstances of a highly favourable 
character in regard to this district, as well as the kingdom in general. 
Labour is well employed, pauperism is reduced to a low standard, there 
is a generally good feeling amongst all classes of the community, and con- 
fidence prevails in commercial circles. May 1860 close as satisfactorily, 
and may 1861 be entered upon with as much hope and as little fear, as we 
look forward to the advent of the year which is about to dawn upon us. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 

Dec. 29.—The events of the present week are singularly devoid of in- 
terest. The Christmas holidays bringing a season of general festivity, do 
not tend to enliven trade, but still more to add to the depression felt at 
sume of our large collieries and manutfactories. 

The weather has been extremely severe, and the price of coals in the 
home market has, in consequence, been materially incre The price 
of coal in the London market has also improved, but freights have also 
mereased a little. They are at present, from the Tyne to London, 7s. 3d. 
per ton; to Ireland, 9/. to 10/. per keel; to the Mediterranean, 22/7. to 
23/. per keel. 

The engines, materials, and other extensive general stock on the Spital 
Tongues Collieries are advertised for sale by the liquidators of the Dis- 
trict Bank, a purchaser not having been found for the concern. This is 
really to be regretted, as much capital has been expended there—a former 
owner especially having laid out a large amount, and showed much skill 
and enterprise in the construction of a tunnel, by which the coals are con- 
veyed underneath the town of Newcastle a considerable distance to the 
River Tyne. Unfortunately, he was not rewarded, being obliged to suc- 
cumb, owing to a variety of untoward circumstances. 

At the Tyne Main Collieries it has been found necessary lately to raise 
the metal tubbing considerably, the water in the high main seam having 
risen much; some repairs have also been made in the tubbing at other 
points. Business at the collieries has lately been very dull. 

A number of the agents, workmen, &c., of the Springwell Mount Moor, 
Kibblesworth Collieries, &c., took supper at the Waggon Inn, on Monday; 
the meeting being for the purpose of presenting to Mr. G. W. Southern 
an elegant and valuable dinner service of plate, that gentleman being 
about to relifquish the management of those collieries. A number of gen- 
tlemen connected with the district also attended the meeting, which was 
conducted in the most able and pleasant manner. The principal toast of 
the evening, and others, were enthusiastically received, and a most plea- 
sant evening spent by all present. Mr. Southern has been long connected 
with those collieries, and his leaving is much regretted by the workmen 
and a large cirele of friends. He has assumed the management of the 
extensive collieries of the Marchioness of Londonderry, on the Wear, 
where his duties will, of course, be much more onerous and responsible. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE ANDSOUTH WALES.

Dec. 20.—The generally unsatisfactory state of the Iron Trade con- 
tinues, and the slackness of orders in many works is apparent in the re- 
duction of hands taking place in the various districts, From the Ebbw 
Vale Works a considerable number of men have been latterly discharged.

Original Correspondence.

NEW FUEL—CONDENSED PEAT. 

Srm,—The intelligent ietter of your correspondent, “ R. K.,” and your own leader on the 
same subject, which appeared in last week Journal, may be conveniently noticed in one 
communication. A few observations will prevent any mistaken notions which might 
arise from the perusal of either, or both, of those articles. 

The quality of peat varies iderably, but, lly speaking, a few inches in thick - 
ness trom the surface--composed chiefly of stems and roots—is all that needs to be re- 
jected. The remainder, of whatever thickness,and however charged with water, can be 
easily condensed. Some peats abound with pieces of partially decayed wood, and these 
are unfit, or ineligible, for condensation. 

Your description of the purifier, or strainer, is necessarily imperfect, and would, if fol- 
lowed, lead to unsatisfactory results. It is sufficient at present to say that the mode of 
straining causes all the soft muddy portion of the peat to exude, of the consistence of 
jelly, and the rooty portions pass of continuously. The latter seldom exceeds 10 per cent. 
of the mass, and the extraction of this enables the bulk to consolidate by natural evapo- 
ration, without the application of pressure. The imperfections of peat fuel,and especially 
of peat chareval, is due tothe retention of roots and fibres, which prevents cohesion, pro- 
duce sparks in combustion, and occcasions friability. If the jelly run at once into moulds, 
it will in a few days be sufficiently solid to harden, and in the course of two or three 
weeks it becomes intensely hard, and fit for use. But the water may be driven off ina 
few minutes by applying heat to the peat jelly, as it exurles from the purifier, bringing 
it to the consistency of putty. This quickens the process, and in that state no more 
pressure is required than is enough to make it assume the form of the mould, of than 
would be used in making bricks by hand, or in making loaves in bread-tins or pans. 

Your testimony to the quality of the charcoal renders it unnecessary to say more on 
that subject. Youare correct in stating thatabout 3 or 344 tons wet peat,as it comes from 
the bog, will make 1 ton of the condensed peat, 244 tons of which will make 1 ton of 
charcoal, The charcoal may be made in ovens or in gas retorts. The grease (244 ewts. 
to the ton of charcoal) is collected in nearly the same manner as coal tar at gas works. 
The gas is available for lighting or for heating, so far as may be useful at the peat works ; 
but tl.e greater portion of the gas would be wasted in such situations. 

The cost of the peat fuel will depend a good deal on the thickness of the bed of peat. 
Tn many places it is from 6 to 40 ft. thick. The purifying machines should be as near 
as possible to the bog. The mere digging of the wet peat will not exceed 2d. per ton, 
and the conveying the sume to the machines need not average 2d. more. Of course, 
steam-power would be used at a large establishment, both for working the purifying 

machines, and moulding the partially dried peat, as already described, into the desired 
| shapes. All other, manipulations (confined to moving and placing the moulded peat) 
would be done by children.

These data will enable any one to calculate the cost, according to locality, and varying 
with the extent of the manufacture, and the rent, or royalty, payable for the peat.

EXPERIMENTS ON THE Toran Heat or Steam.—At the Manchester 
Philosophical Society, Dr. Joule showed that what is called the total heat of steam, or 
the quantity liberated when steam is coudensed into water of 0° centrigrade, consists of 

Ist, the true heat of evaporation; 2d, the heat due to the work done on the steam 
during the condensation ; gnd 3d, the heat liberated by cooling the water from the tem- 
perature of condensation to the freezing point. The determination of the total heat of 
steam had been made the object of a very careful and elaborate research by Regnault, 
but it appeared to theauthor that independent experiments, conducted in a different and 
more direct manner, would not be without interest. The following isa summary of the 
resultsobtained by him compared with those of Regnault :—

MINING DISTRICTS OF SOUTH DEVON.—No. X. 
Excepting Wheal Sidney and Bottle Hill, of the 26 mines I have enu- | 
merated in this district but two are at present at work, and those only to | 
a very trifling extent. With such an unpromising state of things, it might | 
scarcely seem necessary individually to notice a set of mines so unani- | 
mously neglected. “But although out of sight now, many of these have | 
made no small stir in their palmy days; and no one who kuows how 
“they manage things” in our mining districts can for one moment doubt 
that during the course of another few years nine-tenths of them will again 
come to the surface, after a new naming, with all the vigorous buoyancy | 
which experience shows us is inevitably derived from such a renovating | 
process. ‘Therefore these setts, although now down in the world, being | 
not without interest, either with regard to their known past or probable 
future, are, I believe, worthy of the short notice I shall give them. 


Wueat Frorence, late Wheal Albert, also on Mr. Strode’s land, is an 
ancient tin working on Crownhill Down, whose local name is Whiteworks. It is more 
than a quarter of a mile north of Bottle Hill,and is on the same run as the Sidney lodes, | 
which here seem to be split up intoa numerous series of branches. The whole of the | 
backs of these branches seem to have been wrought by the ancients, half streaming, half | 
mining, to the depth of 25 or 26 fms. In 1846 a party of working miners took it up, and | 
divided it Into 256 shares, of which Mr. Josiah Hitchins purchased two-thirds at a low 
rate. Wy this party it was worked for about 15 months with a couple of small wheels | 
—a 20-ft. fur pumping, and a 12-ft. working three heads of stamps. They sunk 26 fms., | 
but found then they had only got to the bottom of the ancient workings. No tin was 
returned. The sett is at present slightly worked by Capt. Richard Williams (late of 
North Tavy and Whea! Julian) and party. The dues are 1-15th, which seem unreason- 
able, considering that Sidney and Bottle Hill oply pay the same lord 1-18th, and parti- 
cularly as there is no water-power now. 


Wueat Wootcomne, or East Bortie 111, lies on the east of the 
Drakeland stream, which divides it from Goitie Hill; it extends about half a mile on 
the length of the lodes. It is on the lands of Mr. Strode and Admiral Wooleombe (of 
Hemerdon Mouse), and is held by the Bottle Mill party, at 1-15th dues, or 1-20th if 
worked by steam. It ts partly in the granite of Hemerdon Ball, an partly in killas. It 
contains the Bottle Hfll south lodes,—the bucking-house lode and the new south lode, 
—but not the main lode, or the new north lode. It also includes other southern lodes, 
besides the eastern continuation of the lodes of the 


Loss Mivxe, a working on Mr, Strode’s land, which was slightly prose- 
cuted upwards of 40 years ago by mieans of an adit. There is a very promising tinny 
lode here, but no grant can be had, as it joins Mr. Strode’s preserves. 


Hemervon Consois Mine lies again south of this, and altogether about 
three-quarters of a mile south of Bottle Hill. It is on the lands of Admiral Woolcombe, 
and was commenced about 1851, and conducted under the nanagemeut of Mr. Wolferstan, 
the agents being Capt. George Trewan (afterwards of East Crinnis) and Capt. Gifford 
(now at Wheal Crebor). The mine is to the depth of 30 or 40 fms., and was drained by 
a 40-in. rotary engine (by West, of St. Blazey), which was also used for hauling and 
stamping. The upper levels were good, but the tin failed In depth. Some thousands 
were spent, and about 12007, worth of tin sold. The sett was very short on the length 
of the lodes, aud in summer there is very little water for surface purposes. The mine 
was stopped in 1856, bat the materials were not sold until 1858. The immediate cause 
of stoppage is sald to have been a dispute with the Admiral, who is now understood to 
regret having pressed some point too far, and to be ready to grant again on liberal terms. 


Hemerpon Bax sett, also on the lands of Admiral W oolcombe, adjoins 
Ilemerdon Consols sett on the east, and Wheal Woolcombe on the south. It contains 
numerous ancient workipgs, ani includes the southern point of the granite boss. About 
seven years ago, when Hemerdon Consols was commencing, Mr. John Balley, of Ply- 
mouth, took up this ground and slightly tried it; but the stoppage of Hemerdon Consols 
naturaily led to the suspension of operations here. If that mine be worked again, this 
ground should be joined with it. 


Wuear Renarp, on the lands of Capt. Pode, of Slade House, is on the 
borders of Cornwood and Plympton St. Mary parishes, more than a mile cast of Hemer- 
don, near Baccamoor Pitts. It was worked twelve or thirteen years ago under the 
management of Capt. 2. Williams, when a shallow adit was driven north, which cut two 
two lodes,—a south copper lode, and a north tin lode, both of which are really very pro- 
mising, and well deserving a further trial. This adit was driven 70 ims.; but the sett 
was straitened,and there were no facilities for working, in consequence of an adjoining 
lord refusing to grant. His successor is said to be prepared to do so. 


Biatcurorp Lope, in the bed of the Yealm, on the lands of Lady 
Rogers, of Blatchford House, is also very promising, but being near the lawn will not be 
granted. The late Sir John Rogers allowed some workings here, but they were not 
permitted to continue far, The backs of tin lodes are also tracable up the Valley of the 
Erme, above Ivy Bridge, where there is also said to be some alluviai tin deposits. A 
Plymouth party proposed working here a year or so ago, but there is a difficulty about 
soiling the water which supplies the large paper milis at Ivy Bridge. This mill is 
peculiarly valuable, on account of the cleanliness and purity of the water; and if this 
were interfered with by tin washing, there is no doubt it would cause litigation, 


Worrer, or Wurat ADELAIDE, about two miles north of Bottle Hill, 
in a valley running north from the Tory into the Moor, is on the lands of Mr. John 
Maddicot, of Wotter. There are remains of extensive tin workings here, and there is 
also china-clay. Two or three very promising lodes are opened on, and would no doubt 
be prosecuted with vigour, but that there exists some difficuities about water rights, 
arising from private property complications. The old stream works sre even worth 
working. Capts. T. Fezzey and W. VY. Williams, of Buckfastleigh, took up this ground 
a couple of years ago, but did nothing. 


Wueatr Puiiuirs was a tin lode found in the working of the china-clay 
works at Lee Moor, slightly prosecuted about 25 years ago by Mr. Phillips, of Lee Mcor. 
It is about 100 fms, N.E. of the road from Cadover Bridge to Cornwood, in the granite. 
It was worked two or three years with a 20 f!. weter-wheel, and returned some tin. 


Bortncpon Consors, or Bortnacpon Park Munyg, is an ancient work- 
ing, situated in the valley of Boringdon Park, about a quarter of a mile east of the Plym, 
on the lands of the Earl of Morley. There are two mines— the Old Boringdon Mine and 
East Boringdon, the latter 113 fathoms east of the former, but they have both the same 
adit through them. The principal lode is a lead lode, bearing 17° 8.E., and underlying 
south, In the Old Mine, there are on this lode the adit and the 15, 30, and 40 fm. levels 
below adit. In the East Mine, there is a 20 fm. level below surface, the adit (which 
comes in 28 fms. beiow surface), and the 12,24, and 48 fm. levels below adit. From this 
lode considerable quantities of lead have been raised, and also a great deal of mundic. 
Near the extreme east of the Eastern Mine this lead lode is crossed by a caunter, bear- 
ing 35° S.E., underlying nearly perpend‘cular, but if anything a little north, which pro- 
mises well, it is said, for a copper lode, There is also another south parallel lead lode. 
About 30 or 40 years ago this mine was worked by Capt. Rentry. After this (about 25 
years ago) it was resumed by Capt. Bray, when a pumping-engine (30 in.) was erected. 
During these workings some quantities of lead and jack were sold. The last working 
was commenced under the auspices of Mr. Josiah Hitchins in 1851; it terminated in 
1856, Mr. Wolferstan being the manager during the latter part of the working; Capt. 
W. Godden (now of North Robert) was the local agent during the whole period. About 
8000/. worth of lead and mundic was sold, and some rich copper ore (4 or 5 tons, realising 
24/. per ton). The mine was worked by a 40-in, pumping-engine, and a crushing wheel, 
35 ft. diameter by 2 ft. breast. It is generally stated that the stoppage resulted more

The 
second part of the invention consists in an arrangement whereby the black plates used 


in the manufacture of tin or terne plates are picked up one by one by the machinery, 
and cold rolle.. 


Composition FoR Setirtinc Rock.—Mr. Detrets, of Marseilles, pro- 
poses to employ as a composition for splitting rock a compound of nitrate of soda, spent 
tan, and powdered satphur, in the proportions of 52°5 parts of the soda, 27°5 parts of the 
tan, and 20 parts of the sulphur. The nitrate of soda is dissolved in a sufficient quantity 
of water, over a fire, and boiled; the tan is then mixed with the solution, until every 
portion is impregnated with it, aud then the salphur in the same manner. The whole 
is then dried, inclosed in bags, and is ready for immediate use. 

Lurroveo Sarety Sxip.—Mr. 8. N. Evans, of Wolverhampton, has 
patented an improved contrivance fur preventing accident from overwinding. ‘There is 
a ring provided in the head gear, the bottom side of which, in case of over-winding, acts 


upon two levers which release the »)' by which the apparatus is attached to the wind- 
ing rope, and throws the bolts over tie upper side of the ring. 


Disti.L ation or Scutsr.—*!n distillation of schist, or similar minerals, 
Messrs. Landre, Gras, and Co., of Marseilles, propose to form the vertical sides of their 
retorts of partially cylindrical columns, alternately projecting and re-entering, thus in- 
creasing by nearly one-half the surface exposed to the action of the fire. They apply 
the fire at the base of the retort, so that the vapours from the lower layers of mineral 
must traverse a centre not yet distilled, where it has less chance of béing converted into 
gas, and is more uniformly heated. A vertical perforated tube is placed in the centre of 
the retort, through which bituminous vapours escape to the refrigerator. 


Oxtarninc Motive Power.—Mr. Marcoux, Paris, provisionally spe- 
cifled an invention for obtaining motive power by the impulsion of water. He provides 
a column of water, which is permitted to fall into two cireular pump-boxes, each fur- 
nished with a valve, so that one is open while the other is closed. Each cylinder is pro- 
vided with a piston, and the piston-rod runs down and acts upon a toothed wheel. ‘The 


falling water, besides pumping up the same quantity of water as is used, is also to pro- 
vide the motive power. 


PoRTABLE AGRICULTURAL STEAM-ENGINES.-—Mr. W.P. Savage, of 
Downham Market, provisionally specified’some improvements in traction engines, the 
engines being 80 arranged that they can at one time be used for propelling the carriage ; and 
another for giving motion to agricultural implements. ‘The boiler is mounted so that 
it shall always be horizontal, whether the engine is on a level road or hill—this being 
effected by an arrangement of worms and screws. By preference, he uses two engines 
to each carriage, and by them to give motion to a cranked main axis, or shaft, from 
which the other motions are derived. 


Briast Furnaces.—Mr, E. Adams, of the Stanton Iron-works, Derby, 
provisionally specified an invention, which consists in the employment of machinery for 
drawing or extracting the gas flame or smoke from furnaces, and forcing the same into 


them, or into the cupola, to be used as blast or fuel, the object being to economise the 
fuel ordinarily used. 


Vutcanisep Inpta-RuBBER.—Heretofore several different processes 
for hardening and vuicanising Incia-rubber and gutta-percha have been in use ; in some 
cases, the compound, either enclosed in a mould of pilaster of Paris, or otherwise, has 
been placed in an oven, and exposed to a temperature sufficient to produce the required 
change. Articles manufactured by this process are, however, liable to be porous. In 
some casez, to overcome this difficulty, the compound has been placed in a steam-boiler 
or chamber, in which the steam is maintained at such a pressure that its temperature 
shall be sufficiently high to produce the desired result. To avoid the risk and inconve- 
nience arising from the use of a high-pressure boiler, Mr. James Childs, of Patney, 
patented in January, 1859, the use of superheated steam, and he has recently specified 
another invention, which consists in placing articles formed of India-rubber and gutta- 
percha, compounded with sulphur, in a cloge vessel, together with a hydrated substance, 
such as gypsum or lime, but without free water, and then exposing the vessel and its 
contents to a sufficient heat. The hydrated substance during the process generates steam 
sufficient to maintain an atmosphere of steam in the close vessel, but will not, under any 
ordinary heat, generate so much steam as to endanger the safety of the vessel. He 
usually moulds the India-rubber or gutta-percha with sulphur, in a plaster mould, and 
this, during the hardening and vulcanising process, yields sufficient steam.
